Ckyntinuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitation are introduced in rejected independend claims 1 and 14 which raised the new issues, and 
it requires additional search for further consideration. In particular, in claims 1 and 14, the new limitation "...to smooth out bursts caused 
by lengthy packets.." is added, and the new limitations indicate that the purpose of transferring packet to the memoy in order, to smooth 
out bursts caused by lenghty packets .
